stric t to Robinson, and Robin-on 
from Main to Granger would be 
the Nu I paving project of 1956; 
(c) Accepted an outright grant 
of 40 acres of land in the Middle 
Fork creek area north of town 
irom the Sahara Coal Co.; 
(d) Approved the report of Po­ 
lice Magistrate Vero Joyner Jr., 
the city’s share of receipts for Sep­ 
tember being $583 IO. 
Estimate Cost at $55,§00 
Most time was taken on the dis­ 
cussion of improving the 
water 
plant. 
Some time ago the Champaign 
engineering firm. Sodemann and 
Associates, was told to prepare es­ 
timates of cost in ‘improving the 
treatm ent plant and this was done. 
Prepared were plans for an addi­ 
tion of two filter units and me­ 
chanical equipment for the settling 
basin at an estimated cost of $55,- 
000, 
This would give the city a 
capacity of 1.800.000 gallons a day 
compared with its present million. 
In the summer months the gallon 
age now runs around 1,250,OOO. 
But after first voting to adver 
tise for bids to construct according 
to the Sodemann plans, the council 
a few weeks ago decided that it 
would not have the money to build 
and cancelled the bid advertise 
ments 
George E. Sodemann of 
the engineering company was pres- 
i ut yesterday at the request of the 
council to answer questions and 
state his views on the matter, alter 
which the council again decided to 
advertise for bids. 
He was told that there is but 
$18,000 left out of the $200,000 
1.ake bond issue because the lake 
cost more than had been anticipat­ 
ed. 
Then members asked him if 
his 
specifications 
could 
be 
cut 
downward. 
Says Bids Needed 
Sodemann 
answered 
that 
any 
cuts in specifications would cut 
down the efficiency of the plant 
and the quality of the water. 
“ I cant find any way to cut down 
on the project and come up with 
a

that

needs,” he stated. 
Ile was told that there is $28,000 
in a water reserve fund and that 
possibly $18,000 might be taken 
from this to give the city a total 
of around $36,000 with which to 
construct the needed additions. 
Sodemann stated that his $53,000 
was only an estimate and that bids 
would lie needed to determine ac­ 
tual construction costs.

He told of the duties ot the Gen­ 
eral Assembly to elect officers in­ 
cluding the secretary-general and 
to elect the non perm anent mem­ 
bers of the Security Council; to 
adm inister the United Nations and 
set the budget and pro-rate the cost 
to each member nation. 
Rev. Cummins stated that the 
entire lCkyear cost of the UN to 
the United States was less than 
the price of a large bomber. 
In Ids opinion, Rev, Cummins 
stated, the United Nations has been 
worth far more than its co-t. 
The 
organization cannot enforce peace 
or declare war. but it wields a tre­ 
mendous influence in world opin­ 
ion on any question. 
He stated it is a place where 
people can get together and talk 
over problems for the first time in 
h isto ix 
They don’t have to agree, 
he said, but the fact of talking and 
giving their opinions on problems 
is of great value. 
Another branch of the United 
Nations, the Economic and Social 
organization. Rev. Cummins said, 
is highly important in dealing with 
the economic conditions and social 
problems of the world. 
It is a 
tremendous task, he said, since it 
deals with human rights of all na­ 
tions. 
He stated the member nations 
sign covenants of human rights to 
the degree which they are abb* lo 
agree. 
If a nation cannot conscien­ 
tiously endorse all the covenants, 
then it signs those upon which it 
can agree. 
Some of the valuable work in 
the human relations field includes 
technical assistance and education. 
“People in general are interest­ 
ed in human rights becau*e all 
people are human,” Rev. Cummins 
said 
The United Nations, Rev. Cum­ 
mins stated, creates interest in all 
world 
problems and 
provides a 
place where they can be talked out. 
“The headquarters is a nation with-

sembly and the Economic and So­ 
cial organization. Rev. Cummins 
discussed the Security Council and 
its setup of five perm anent mem­

used many times by Russia, but not 
once by the U. S. and Allied pow­ 
ers. 
He also discussed the Trustee­ 
ship Council, another branch ot the 
United Nations which administers 
the trust territories which have 
been detached from other nations 
following war. 
Ray Durham was program chair­ 
man for the meeting and stated 
the United Nations needs support 
liecause people generally are not 
informed about its structure and 
goals.

“ This end- what was once a 
beautiful romance,” the note said 
George I). Bryson Jr., 32 year- 
old combat veteran of two wars, 
wrote 
the note Tuesday a few 
hours before he pumped two bul 
lets into his mistress. Mrs Sylvia 
Dahl Hess, 22, then shot himself 
in the temple and fell dead across 
her body. 
Witnesses said Bryson met Mrs 
Hess at an intersection near where 
she worked as a waitress. 
They 
quarreled violently and slapped at 
each other 
Then Bryson took a 
gun from his pocket and fired the 
three fatal shots. 
End Much Like Start 
The romance ended much as it 
had begun. 
Bryson, a veteran of World War 
II and the Korean War had risen 
from buck private to first lieuten­ 
ant and was stationed in Germany 
when he met Sylvia two years ago. 


She was the wife of a major 
The two fell in love and ran 
away together in a stolen jeep on 
a wild ride across the Black For 
est of Germany. 
Bryson was raj) 
tared, 
court martialed, and dis 
honorably discharged from the Ar 
my. 
The incident had no effect on 
his romance 
He took the woman 
he loved to Miami, and there they 
lived as common law husband and 
wife 
Quarreled Violently 
Authorities said the beginning of 
the end occurred two month- ago 
The couple quarreled violently and 
separated. 
Tuesday Bryson bought a 32 cal­ 
iber automatic and some ammu 
nition and wrote his suicide note. 
Then he waited n e a r v the 
place 
where Sylvia had recently obtained 
a job as a waitress. 
Police 
saifl Sylvia’s attentions 
to a Marine sergeant apparently 
touched off the shooting.

Authorities said Bryson was bo

Hot Rod' Cars 
Reported in 
Area of Bodies | 


Murder of Three 
Boys One of Chicago's 
Most Shocking Crimes 


CHICAGO <CJb- A motorist re­ 
ported today that he saw two ‘‘hot 
rod type” cars in a forest preserve 
parking area a few feet from tho 
ditch where the nude and mutilated 
bodies of three young boys were 
found. 
Police said the report was their* 
‘ hottest lead so far ” 
The motorist, E. J 
Malone of 
suburban Schiller Park, said ho 
saw a light green convertible and 
a cream - colored sedan Tuesday 
morning, a few hours before tho 
bodies were found. 
But he said he thought nothing 
of it at the time and naturally did 
not get the license numbers. 
Police said the ‘ hot rod” anglo 
gave credence to tho theory that 
the three youngsters were slain 
by a teen-age gang in one of the 
city’s most shocking crimes. 
Search Through Woods 
The bodies of the three boys, 
missing since Sunday, were found 
stacked like cordwood in a ditch 
in Robinson's Woods northwest of 
the city. The victims were Robert 
Peterson, 14, John Schuessler, 13, 
and his brother, Anton Jr., ll. 
A searching party of about 150 
men, including HU members of the 
49th Anti Ain raft Battalion sta­ 
tioned near the scene searched the 
woods this morning 
There was a report that a sol­ 
dier had found a pair of burned 
dungarees, but police said they had 
not been able to check it out. 
In a refuse can near a trailer 
camp searchers found sections of 
a rope which appeared to have 
been cut and burned. 
There were 
two lengths of about four feet and 
another about two feet. 
Detectives said the rope possibly 
was used to hind the victims. 
Coroner Walter J. McCarron con­ 
ducted an inquest this morning at 
the county morgue and said later 
he believes the crime was the work 
of a gang 
Suspect A "Gang” 
"W e're all convinced that not 
one hut at least two or three peo­ 
ple are involved.” he said. 
"We 
don't know, but it might turn out 
to be a teen ag e gang like the 
Pachucos ” 
Harry Clos, McCarron's chief in­ 
vestigator. said, 
I don't believe 
we ll ever find a sex motive.” 
Gins said he believes the young­ 
sters were slain by a gang and that 
their 
bodies 
were 
disrobed 
"to 
make it look like a sex crime.” 
Although preliminary reports in­ 
dicated the victims died Sunday 
night, Clos said he believes they 
may have died as late as Tuesday 
morning, because the bodies show­ 
ed few signs of exposure. 
The fathers of the victims, Mal­ 
colm Peterson, 36, a carpenter, and 
Anton Schuessler, 42. a tailor, test- 
ified at the inquest Peterson broke 
down and wept. 
Schuessler had to 
he helped to and from the witness 
stand. 
Peterson said his son was “a 
home boy 
. . and he went away 
Sunday and we weren’t able to find 
hun . 
He told of tin' frantic search hi* 
and Schuessler made Sunday night 
after their sons had left home to 
go to a downtown movie and had 
tailed to return.

otherwise. 
Johnson 
w a r n e d. 
Kilgore’s 
committee 
would get no funds. 
Obviously Johnson did not want 
the gangling senator from Tennes­ 
see getting headlines as a monop­ 
oly investigator 
Kefauver 
has 
keen lighting lug 
business and 
monopoly ever since he was 
a 
member of the House Small Busi­ 
ness committee. 
He had thrown 
the 
spotlight on General 
Motors

student. Hogendorf returned Lo the 
United Slates as an immigrant in 
1953; Marschik in 1952. 
Both applied for citizenship on 
the same day, took their citizen 
ship tests on the same day and 
were both declared U, S. citizens 
at the same time by the same fed­ 
eral judge on July 25.

Cash and Jewelry 


OMAHA, Neb. (IF—1Two men, one 
Of them 
w earing 
a Halloween J 
m a*.,, uroke into the hom e of a 
w ealthy widow Tuesday night and : 
robbed her of an estim ated $120,000 
in cash and jew elry. 
P olice said the bandits crashed 
through French doors into the liv­ 
ing room of Mrs. M argaret K el­ 
logg, 
where she and three lady 
friends w ere w atching television. 
One of the bandits, w earing a 
silk stocking over his head, b ra n d ­ 
ished a gun and dem anded that 
M rs. Kellogg open a safe. 
“ If you don't m ove and move 
fast, we'll kill you," he said. 
M rs. Kellogg, widow of a w eal­ 
thy Missouri Valley, Iowa, banker, 
opened 
an office-type 
safe 
and 
tu rn ed over an estim ated $15,000 
to $20,000 in cash and about $100,- 
000 worth of jewelry. 
The two m en then fled outside 
to a p ark ed car, w here another 
m a n w as waiting, and drove off 
T he ban d its’ c a r narrow ly m iss­ 
ed hitting a police cruiser, which 
reach ed the scene .seconds after 
they left.
